EATING humble pie 
isn’t something that 
comes easily to men 
with the fighting 
qualities of Sean 
Keogh. 

Keogh, virtually a 
cast-off at Brunswick 
Juventus five years ago, 
has spent the last few 
years hell-bent on 
avoiding defeat. 

His efforts as an ever- 
present in the Sunshine 
George Cross goal for 
the past three seasons 
have earned him a rep- 
utation as one of the top 
four or five custodians 
in the NSL.

Relegation loomed 
too close for comfort 
last season but for a 
man who declared he 
wanted a move so he

at least the signs are en- 
couraging. 

“In winning at Melita 
it was the first time in 
George Cross history

“T think we'll have 
more of an idea after 
this week’s game 
(against South Melbou- 
rne Hellas),”” was his 
prediction. 

“The result isn't the 
important thing, but 
how we play against a 
side like South Melbou- 
te will be a better indi- 
cator.

The purpose of the 
NSW Amateurs’ Pro- 
motions and Develop- 
ment Fund is to be able 
to have available 
additional resources to 
be used to promote and 
develop soccer in areas 
that are not reached or 
not adequately reached 
at present. 

Other sports are 
already doing this by 
levying: between $15 and 
$26 per player and soc- 
cer is beginning to lose 
ground to them. 

Specific use of the 
fund would initially be 
used to employ a Soccer 
Development Officer 
on a full-time basis who 
would undertake needs 
analysis surveys from 
time to time within 
Association areas, 
embracing schools, as a 
basis for organisation of 
on-going satisfaction of 
those needs. 

It is intended that the 
NSW Amateur Federa-

The total programme 
would be subject to re- 
port to each full board 


formal review by the full 
board, with the need to 
continue the fund being 
part of that review. 

The outcome will be 
the economical use of 
the fund to extend the 
reach to as many areas 
as possible throughout 
NSW; to promote the 
code with high profile 
participants, and assist- 
ance where found to be 
needed; to retain and 
improve our profile; to 
increase the playing of 
soccer in schools and 
clubs; help develop im- 
proved coaching in

Finance still ASF bugbear

THE Australian 
Soccer Federa- 
tion’s attempt to 
recover its finan- 
cial position and 
give proper sup- 
port to the five 
national teams is 
in a watershed 
position. 

The ASF is seeking 
a capitation fee of $1 
per junior association 
player and referee and 
$5 per senior player, 
referee and coach. 

No-one can tell 
whether it will be 
accepted across the 
states, and if it does 
not, what will be the 
position of some of the 
Australian squads. 

Some chopping 
would be inevitable. 

Stated simply, the 
present ASF manage- 
ment began with a de- 
ficit of $1 million. 

It has annual fun- 
ding from corporate 
and government 
sources of $450,000 
and needs an extra 
$350,000 to handle its 
national team tasks. 

The Socceroos, 
Olympic team, U20 
and U16 Youth teams 
and the Indoor side 
need support. 

if soccer can raise a 
reasonable figure, then 
it might get some type 
of further help from 
Commonwealth Gov- 
ernment sources. 

As far as can be 
ascertained at the mo- 
ment, Queensland is 
likely to support the 
scheme and Victoria is 
in a state of flux. 

Western Australia 
will put the proposal to 
its annual meeting in 
December, and re- 
sponses are not avail- 
able from South Aus- 
tralia and Tasmania. 

NSW is in the 
throes. It will be in- 
teresting to see what 
happens if the NSW 
Soccer Federation 
approves the proposal 
and its huge Amateur 
Federation does not.

One key meeting is 
the NSW Amateur 
annual meeting on 
November 25. 

The success of the 

ASF scheme begins 
and ends in NSW, be- 
cause that is where the 
overwhelming bulk of 
the players are 
located. 
In fact, if the scheme 
goes through, it will be 
of great interest to 
observe the vastly 
differing number of 
players between NSW 
and Queensland and 
some of the other 
states that have never 
got their junior and 
school acts together. 

To find the reason 
for the lack of cohe- 
sion in soccer is quite 
easy — and this is the 
fundamental root of 
problems of which 
funding is but one. 

Australian Soccer 
Weekly believes that 
at last the national 
association is moving 
towards a proper man- 
agement survey of the 
code — but the de- 
velopment fee ques- 
tion will have to be re- 
solyed before that be- 
comes available. 

There are various 
arguments for and 
against the operation 
of the scheme, but the 
angle of suporting the 
national teams is 
sound. 

However the posi- 
tion in NSW, which 
overwhelmingly is the 
state that has the play- 
ers and will have to 
find the bulk of the 
money, is quite in- 
teresting. 

Soccer has gained its 
position in junior 
ranks by self-funding. 

When rugby league 
came along years ago 
and sought to banish 
youngsters playing 
Saturday organised 
sport, the then NSW 
president Tom Grim, 


son turned them down® 


Rugby League has 
made other unsuccess- 
ful attempts to take 
over. 

At this stage that 
code is believed to be 
putting five develop- 
ment officers in the 
field, with the idea of 
discovering talent and 
getting youngsters to 
watch their game, and 
possibly handling 
coaching courses for 
teachers. 

Soccer is way ahead 


on player numbers and 
has to remain so. 

The NSW Amateur 
Soccer Federation 
obtains a 50c for 
youngsters and $1 for 
senior players levy at 
present, to fund its 
state teams , and 
trophies etc. 

It has calculated that 
it must secure a further 
$1 per player to put its 
own development 
officers in the field to 
visit schools and en- 
courage young players. 

This idea clashes to 
some de; of course, 
with the ASF national 
team scheme. 

It is said that basket- 
ball charges $15 to $26 
as a development levy 
for its players, and that 
even $2 for the ASF 
and Amateur develop- 
ment levies for a soc- 
cer player means just 
two cans of drink per 
season foregone. 

Yet there are other 
costs for clubs and 
associations on junior 
soccer players, and no 
senior soccer clubs 
have monies available 
to keep down the cost 
of the junior sport. 

So there is the point 
of how far the levying 
business will go. 

The NSW Amateurs 
would raise at least 
$107,000 from their 
own further levy. 

‘They are well ahead 
of other arms of 
marketing soccer, and 
due to the attention of 
general manager Cec 
Bucello and his staff 
their efforts will be 
most productive this 
year. 

But that is not to say 
that there will be any 
big surplus which 
would wipe the need 
for their development 
impost. 

In all this there is of 
course the absence of 
the senior NSL clubs. 
Soccer has no system 
which will widely mer- 
chandise to the general 
public, and won't have 
to the necessary de- 
gree unless the game 
gets its act together as 
per a national manage- 
ment plan. 

Even then the 
amateur side of the 
game will have to have 
input to protect its own 
neck of the woods.

It is perhaps possible 
to see money coming 
into soccer from a Soc- 
cer TAB plan, but it 
doesn’t exist at the mo- 
ment and soccer is on 
the edge of govern- 
ment support. 

Also there seem to 
be difficulties in secur- 
ing NSW state govern- 
ment support for de- 
velopment officers. 

The NSW Federa- 
tion has assistance 
from this source for its 
schools and referees 
development officer, 
Gary Power, but the 
Federation and the 
Amateurs would have 
to come to an arrange- 
ment before they could 
expect Sports and Re- 
creation funding for 
more men in the field. 

It is quite possible 
that the NSW Soccer 
Federation would take 
a strong position 
against the Amateurs 
if the latter moves into 
the schools field, 
which it regards as its 
‘own province. 

So there are the two 
competing levy plans 
in key state NSW — 
the ASF and the NSW 
Amateurs — or maybe 
they could be com- 
plementary. 

The first thrashing 
out will be on Novem- 
ber 25, when the NSW 
Amateurs seem likely 
to approve their own 
plan. 

After that would 
crop up the clash of in- 
terests with the senior 


body, the NSW 
Federation. 
The NSW 


Amateurs’ very exist- 
ence is the basis of the 
playing side of soccer 
in NSW, and so long as 
they are in charge of 
that area there is far 
less chance of mistakes 
taking place than 
under any other 
system. 

Then again, the 
Amateurs represent 
the junior and not the 
senior part of the code. 

But, as to the ASF 
proposal, more water 
will have to flow under 
the bridge before the 
full scene emerges. 

If for example the 
ASF had to remove 
the national under 16 
team from its agenda 
due to lack of funds 
then the ambitious 
Australian juniors 
would be the ones to 
suffer. 


Perinovic transfer

STRIKER Marko Perinovic made a de- 
sperate bid to come to terms with Can- 
berra Croatia before joining NSL club 
Sydney Olympic. 

Speaking in Canberra, Perinovic claimed that 
he was an unhappy man, saying that the Can- 
berra club had forced him into leaving — a 
charge later strenuously denied by club secret- 
ary Bert Kert. 

Perinovic told me he would much prefer to stay 
with Canberra. 

“| have really enjoyed the last season; the 
supporters have been fantastic and besides, my 
job is here and my wife and | are settled,” he 
said. 

“| went to Croatia and stated my terms for 
1990, but instead of negotiating they simply said 
what | was asking for was unacceptable 

“The figure | wanted was below what Olympic 
offered — and | was still prepared to hear what 
they had to say. 

“Olympic has agreed that | can live in Can- 
berra and travel down to Friday training sessions 
and the weekend game, but it is still a lot of time 
away from home. = 

‘Sydney's season has begun and they 
wanted me more or less right away." 

“| honestly believe | have not been treated 
well by the club, and | can see other players 
wanting to leave if this is the way things are 
going.” 

Kret was quick to claim that Perinovic's ver- 
sion of the negotiations was incorrect. 

“It is true that the kind of money he was talking 
about was well above our limit, but he gave us 
the impression that there would be no flexibility 
on his part," he said. 

“We believe that under these circumstances 
there was no alternative other than to put him on 
the transfer list. 

“No firm offers were made to any other Can- 
berra Croatia players this week. We simply out- 
lined our pay structure for the season, 
which involves lower signing-on , fees but in- 
creased bonuses. 

“All the players interviewed were told we 
would get back to them shortly. Marko was the 
‘only one who seemed to have a real problem 
with this,’ 

Perinovic, 25, came to the Canberra club from 
Inter Monaro 12 months ago as part of a three- 
player deal, He had a reputation as a devastating 
goal-scorer, having topped the NSW State 
League list in 1988, but last season struggled 
under intense marking, finding the net just eight 
times. 

However the attention lavished on him allowed 
freer rein to Gary Cole and Tony Lemezina, who 
both scored 10. 

It is understood that Sydney Olympic had to 
russle up $9,000 for Perinovic's services. 

For Olympic coach Eddie Thomson there was 
no option but to draft Perinovic into the firing line 
immediately. 

“He is very fit, and is needed to partner Kevin 
Hagan straight away,” said Thomson.

Ajax’s glory years

THE year was 1973 
and Richard Nixon 
got himself involved 
in the Watergate 
scandal, it was the 
year of the “Last 
Tango in, Paris,” Pab-

“We had the perfect 
team,” writes Johnny

“Ajax had star play- 
ers of the calibre of 
Ruud Krol, Johan Nees- 
kens, Pete Keizer, 
Swart, Sim Suurbier, 
Gerry Muhren, Barry 
Hulshof, Arie Haan, 
Arnold Muhren, Blank- 
enburg, Stuy, the 
goakeeper, Kleton, van 
Dord — and Johan 
Cruyff, the greatest of 
them all. 

“Arnold and I had to 
stuggle to make the first 
team. 

“After we won our 
first Cup Michels went 
to Barcelona and the 
Romanian, Stefan 
Kovacs, took over, He 
was not a Michels or a 
Beckenbauer but easy 
to get along with and 
Stefan's only worry was 
to keep the boys 
together. 

“I was a young fel- 
low, with, I must admit, 
a big mouth. I loved to 
argue with the brains of 
the team, Cruyff. I 
thought I knew it all and 


the press loved to hate 
me 


“Cruyff should have 
kicked me in my back- 
side, but that was not 
his way, he always used 
to show me how to play. 
He was a top footballer, 
I think the best ever. 

“He could do every- 
thing — he was a leader. 
At training he could 
make fools of us if he 
chose but he never did, 
instead of showing off, 
he would help me. He 
never criticised. 

“He made us all bet- 
ter footballers.
